HOW TO BUILD THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC. 
It is very evident that Home-Rule is 


not all that the South has to ask from the 
Government. The “old flag” is not 
enough, unless supplemented by an appro- 
priation.” The settlement of local political 
complications will give ample time and en- 
able a formidable combination to press the 
construction of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
upon the attention of the new 

The scheme will present itself in the shape of 
a petition for a Government guarantee of in- 
terest on bonds at a rate varying from $25,000 


to $35,000 per mile for a trunk line and eon- 
nections amounting to 2,305 miles of rail- 
way. Past experience warrants the conciu- 
sion that this will be no more nor. less than 
an assumption by the Government of the 
principal and interest on the sum which is to 
be expended in the Credit-Mobilier system of 
construction, with allowances for bribery and 
other incidental expenditures and profits. 
Withont counting compound interest, the 
lowest investment which the Government 
can make, if it goes into this scheme, will 
be as follows :

Bonds for San Diego connection (100

The Commander-in-Chief of the European 
Turkish army is Abo Kum Napm Passa, 


service in 1828, and, after receiving his com- 
mission, studied in a military school at 
Vienna.

He served 
in 1854 with great distinction under Oman 
Pasna, first upon the Danube and then in 
the Caucasus.

He is considered an 
honest, good-natured man, and, like Morrxx.

His Chief 
of Staff is Num Pasua, who received his 
military education at Brussels, and is con- 
sidered the most able General in the service. 
He rescued the Turkish troops in Herzego- 
vina, and, after his march from Gatchko 
to Bileka, was made commander of 
the provincial forces. He was in the 
Muzap’s accession was made Chief of Staff 
to Ar Kam. He is only 46, and is mar- 
ried to a Christian from Bosnia. ABDUL 
Kinn s executive officer is Acumen Eros 
Pasha, who was brought up at the Constan- 
tinople military school, and made his first 
important succeas at the battle of Djunis, 
which was fought under Asput Kants in- 
structions. He is 48, and owes his position 
to the success with which he suppressed 
some of the Arabian rebels. Dzxnvisn Pasua 
is a Bulgarian, and celebrated in politics, 
butcheries, and war, and has been principal- 
ly engaged in putting down rebellion, as it is 
called in Turkey, which means murder and 
massacre. One of the finest Turkish officers 
is Yaver Pas, a Circassian by birth and a 
great infantry leader, who distinguished 
himself in Silistria in 1854 and was 
Minister of War in 1871. The three 
remaining officers of prominence are 
Husserx Pasa, commanding the Turk- 
ish forces in Asia; Muxuramn Pan, 
who served in Herzegovina last summer and 
is now in Kars besieged by the Russians; 
Sarvet Pan, the butcher of the women 
and children of Bulgaria, who was promoted 
for his hideous cruelties, and whom the Rus- 
sians will hang, if he falls into their hands. 


THE CAUSE OF THE RUGSO-TURKISH WAE. 
A correspondent writes us desiring a brief 
statement of the cause of the war between 
Russia and Tarkey. There are two causes,— 
the direct and indirect. The direct may be 
stated in a very few words : The oppression 
and persecution of their Christian subjects 
by the Turks reached such a point of cruelty 
that the victims broke out in open revolt a 
year ago. In suppressing this revolt, the 
Turks were guilty of such inhuman tortures 
and massacres that Europe, with Russia at 
the head, protested, and after meeting in 
Conference demanded that the Porte should 
give guarantees of reform. The Porte ro- 
fused, and Russia, as the champion of the 
Christians, now takes the field to secure these 
reforms by the sword, and to ameliorate the 
condition of the Christians. 

The indirect cause of this war is that the 
Turk is an alien in Europe, an enemy of 
Western civilization, a sanguinary fanatic by 
nature, a ruler whose Government is not u 
Government of law but of plunder, and that 
there is a very general feeling in the civil- 
ized world that it is time for this Govern- 
ment to be overthrown or removed to its 
original Adiatic source. The element of law 
does not enter into the idea of Turkish Gov- 
ernment. Its Constitution is an utter dead 
letter. It has no machinery for enforcing 
laws. It has promised to make reforms over 
and over again, which promises remain un- 
fulfilled because it cannot enforce them. The 
governing power of Turkey is in the hands 
of a caste that does not number one-sixth of 
the Empire, which exists as an armed 
camp of Asiatics in the midst of 
Europe, not to lay down laws, en- 
force obedience, and administer justice, 
but to terrorize even to the extent of ex- 
termination, if necessary, and in any event 
to a degree that will make resistance impos- 
sible. This caste is not responsible to any 
authority but its own. If its agents commit 
outrages, there is no redress. Not one of 
the fiends who perpetrated the Bulgarian 
horrors has ever been punished; on the 
other hand, the bloodiest butchers have been 
promoted to higher seats of honor. Mr.

AN ECONOMIC WASTE. | 

The conviction is rapidly fastening itself 
upon practical as well as scientific men that 
a great natural and available force, equal in 
power to the utilization of the entire coal 
product of the world, is being allowed to lie 
idle in the Niagara Falls, when it requires 
but capital and enterprise to make it serve 
the uses of mankind. The Niagara Falls 
differ from all other possible water-powers 


not merely in volume, but in the evenness, 


steadiness, and permanency of their charac- 
ter, Niagara River does not rise or fall more 
than twenty inches during the entire year; 
the*tremendous volume of waters rushes over 
the precipice at all seasons nearly the same, 
and, like Tzwnrson’s Prock,“ will go on 
forever. How. to turn this vast power to 
economic use will be one of the greatest prob- 
lems of the future. Dr. Siemens, F. R. S., 
in a lecture delivered before the Iron and 
Steel Institute of London, about six weeks 
ago, gave the subject scientific consideration, 
and some idea of the extent of the power 
wasted may be formed from what he says of 
the Horse-Shoe Falls : 5 

The amount of water passing over this fall has 
been estimated at 100 million of tons per hour, 
and its perpendicular descent may be taken at 150 
feet, without counting the ‘‘rapids,” which 
represent a further fall of 150 feet, making a total 
of 300 feet between lake and lake. But the force 
represented by the principal fall (the Horse-Shoe 
Fall) alone amounts to seventeen million horse- 
power, an amount which, if it had to be produced 
by steam, would necessitate an expenditure of not 
lesa than two hundred and sixty-six million tons 
of coal per annum, taking the consumption of 
coal at four pounds per horse-power per hour. 

Dr. Suns, assuming that there is neither 
mineral wealth nor inducement for the estab- 
lishment of manufactories in the immediate 
vicinity (in which we think he is mistaken), 
made some interesting speculations as to 
what may be done by using the Falls to gen- 
erate electricity, and, carrying this force a 
great distance. But there are good reasons 
for thinking that it is not necessary to wait 
for the development of this force, and that 
the power may be profitably utilized ‘‘ by 
means of turbines and water-wheels erected 
on the shores of the deep river below the 
Falls, supplying them from canals cut along 
the banks,” which he admits to be entirely 
feasible. Now, as a matter of fact, an enter- 
prising American, Honzen H. Dar, the 
owner of a large tract on the American 
shore, has already demonstrated this. Ina 
letter which he recently addressed to Lord 
Durvrzrin, Governor-General of Canada (that 
he might officially bring the matter to the at- 
tention of the British and Dominion Gov- 
ernments), he says: 

I have myself and others have practically demon- 
strated thatthe water-powercan be conveniently 
and cheaply applied to mills when located even 
miles away from the Falle by the agency of com- 
pressed air produced by the water-fall, and uti)- 
ized through the common steam engine, the air 
passing through a pipe to any desirable locality 
for placing the mills. The mills,to illustrate, may 
be placed up stream upon the banks of the river, 
where vessels would float to their side, and load 
and unload by the use of the same power. ; 
Of course mille will always be so located that rail - 
road tracks also pass through or beside them. 
. » « Again. vessels may reach these mille by 
passing from the mouth of the Welland Canals at 
Lake Erie down the Niagara River, or may come in 
a short straight line from the Wélland Canal, a dis- 
tance of ten miles, through a small stream which 
empties into the Niagara River at Chippewa. 

The point which Mr. Day urges is, that 
the completion of the Canadian canals will 
make Niagara as central and desirable a loca- 
tion for cotton-mills as any in this country 
(and he might as well have included woolen 
and linen factories), and that English capital 
cannot afford to ignore this natural and cost- 
less power, where they can manufacture for 
all the world, with the cheapest transporta- 
tion of both raw material and the manufac- 
tured articles. He shrewdly throws out a 
bait in hinting that, by the location of their 
factories on the American side, they can 
avoid the United States duties and enjoy a 
free market in this country. Besides this 
capital idea, the American side has the ad van- 
tages of location in a vast plain, where the 
factories may be erected. The Governor- 
General has promised to bring the matter to 
the attention of the Home Government, and 
Canada’s interest in the increased business 
of her canals will prompt her to encourage 
the gigantic scheme contemplated. What if 
Niagara should become the Manchester of 
the world, after all ?

THE BOSKY DELL MURDER. 
Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 

CarnsonpaLz, III., May 1.—Laet night the 
Sheriff's posse experienced no materia) trouble in 
finding and arresting Jaco) Hightower and Mrs. 
Hendrick, wife of the man who was killed last 
Sunday at Bosky Dell. They found the two at 
Hightower's mother’s residence, just soutneast of 
this place. They were brought in town and are 
held in custody, awaiting the decision of the Coro- 
ner’s inquest. Coroner John Devine, who arrived 
at Bosky Dell during the progress of Deputy 
Coroner Prickett’s inquest, not being satisfied as 
to the manner in which said inquest was held, or 
the verdict thereof, caused a second inquest, and 
also a post-mortem examination. to be held here 
to-day. The body of the dead man was brought up, 
the jury impaneled. and an inquest held in the

manner. The jury exclude all outsiders and 
only admitted witnesses, lawyers for the prisoner, 
mf reporters, althongh they endeavored to ex- 
cluded the latter.

Efforts are 
being made to capture her. It looks bad for all 
now os yp to be implicated, thongh the result 
cannot foreseen. he will probably 
return 1 verdict and inculpate the 
women and both Pete and Jake Hightower, in 
which case a writ of habeas corpus will be issued 
to test whether they will be admitted to bail. The 
excitement over the murder was higher to-day than 
at any time previous.

KU-KLUX CARNIVAL. 
Jackson, Miss. May 1.— 0 Thursday evening, 
John W. Gully, a prominent citizen of Kemporia, 
was assassinated by an unknown party. The affair 
created intense excitement. Every means was re- 
sorted to discover the perpetrator. On Saturday 
two colored men made affidavit that Benjamin 


Rush, a white man, did the deed, and — Judge 
Chisholm, who ran for Congress onthe Republican 
ticket inthe Third District at the last election, 
his son, and Gilmer Rosenbaum, and Hopper, 
a prominent white Republican, knew of and insti- 
gated the crime. Chisholm and son were arrested 
and imprisoned at DeKalb, Miss. Chisholm’s wife 
and daughter insisted on shuring their confinement. 
On Sunday Chisholm sent to ‘* Scooba for Gilmer, 
for whom a warrant had been issued. Gilmer 
came, and on die arrival was arrested, 
but just as he arrived at the jail 
was set 7 — by the mob and killed. The 
Jailer was then overpowered by the mob, who im- 
mediately attacked Chisolm, mortally wounding 
him and killing hie eon. Miss Chisolm, in defend- 
ing her father, shot and killed Dr. 
Mrs. Chisolm severely wounded young Gully. a 
son of the Gully who was a-saseinated. Mies 
Chisolm was also seriously wounded. Kosenbaum 
and Hopper were carried to the woods by the mob to 
extort from them the whereabouts of Rush, the al- 
leged assasein of Gully. When last heard from, 
me weeks „ Rush was in Arkansas. It is sup- 
posed that Rosenbaum and Hopper were hanged.

The Attorney-General refused 
to produce the document, because he promised 
Townsend it should be kept secret unless Tweed's 
terme were acceded to, and said he had not yet de- 
cided that Tweed shall receive the immunity asked. 


DEFAULTER RETURNED.

CASUALTIES, 


A Portion of the Roof of the New 
Post-Office at New York 
Falls In. 


Three Persons Killed and Ser- 
eral Seriously Wounded. 


August Obsequies of the Burned Firemen 
at Montreal, Canada. 


A FALLING ROOF. 

New York, May 1.—A section of the roof on the 
northeast corner of the new Post-Office Building 
fei] at 2 o’clock this afternoon, while men were at 
work removing the supports which had been placed 
under it while making repairs. The scene of the 
accident was an unfinished room about thirty-seven 
feet square adjoining those under thedome. At 
the time of the accident there were ten men at 
work in the room, and had nearly completed their 
labors, when, without warning, the whole section of 
the roof which covered them fell bodily, tearing 
the iron girders from their sockets and completely 


covering the men with concrete, which com- 
posed the filling in of the roof. Dense 
clouds of dust filled the hallways and gave the im- 
pression to those on the lower floors that the build- 
ing was on fire, and an alarm was sent out calling 
the fire department to the scene. Edward H. 
Dougherty, general foreman of the work, hastily 
collected his men and commenced the work of re- 
moving the maas of iron and concrete, not knowing 
how many of his laborers had been buried under- 
neath: A sectionof police from the City-Hall were 
quickly at the scene of the disaster. 

Charies A. Robinson, laborer. was the first one 
found in the ruins, and was taken out dead. John 
‘ollister was next found, with both arms 
broken and otherwise injured, Dennis Fleming 
was taken out in an unconscious condition. 
Foremen Dougherty then got his men together and 
called the roll, when it was found that Max Hensi! 
and Henry Jones were slightly injured, and a man 
named Patrick Johneon, who comme work 
this morning, was missing. Search was im- 
mediately began in hopes of finding him 
alive, but the nature of the material was such as 
to retard the progress of the workmen. At last, in 
the most remote corner of the room, where the 
principal weight seems to nave fallen, his lifeless 
body was found.

He 
was in a room about half an hour before the acci- 
dent occurred, and all the struts had been removed. 
He was sitting in his oftice when he heard the crash, 
and, thinking it was the ceiling of the court-room 
which had fallen, ran across the ball, and 
looking up - saw that the — 
was settling rapidly, and e 
to see it fall. He then ran up stats and v- 
ered. that a sectien of the roof had fallen. He 
thought upon examination it would be found that 
there was a flaw in the iron truss. 

Edward H. Dougherty, General Foreman. was 
also of opinion that there was a flaw ip the truss. 

In the United States Circuit Court room under- 
neath the ceiling was very badly cracked, and it is 
thought that the greater part of it will have to be 
taken down. :

: **A representative of Super- 
vising-Architect Mullet ascribes the accident to 
the fact that the truss was improperly pat up; that 
it was used as a girder, and that the weight was 
thrown upon the lower side of it instead 
of the upper, as it sbould have been. 
It was stated by this authority that 
Mr. J. J. Hill, Superintending Architect, on Mon- 
day exumined the trass, and pronounced it ail 
right. One person in control said he was not 
aware, until he saw picces of the roof after the ac- 
cident, that it was of such immense thickness, and 
his own judgment would not have approved such 
a roof, or placed it where it was. 

Mr. T. H. Oakshott, Inspector of Materials under 
Supervising-Architect J. J. Hill, said to a Times 
reporter: I am unable to speak with certainty 
as to the cause of the accident. There was a brick 
wall directly under where this roof descended, whicn 
was cracked. There were slight fissures in it at 
two points when I took charge of the building, and 
as its weight was causing a deflection in the ceiling 
of the District Court room underneath, it wae de- 
cided to remove it, and supply its place as a sup- 
port to a fire-proof roof with an iron truss 
of the same cirrying capacity as similar 
trusses carrying like weight in other parts of the 
building. Before the brick partition was removed 
the struts were put in position to support the roof, 
and when these were taken away after the truss 
was fixed the roof fell in; why, I cannot clearly 
say until after the investigation has been made, 
but my impression is that there must have been a 
flaw in the iron.” 

A. B. Mullett, Supervising Architect, states his 
opinion of the cause of the accident to be that an 
error was committed in * suspensory truss as 
a girder, and he affirms that Mr. J. J. Hill, Super- 
vising Architect, is responsible for this, as he was 
consulted upon the matter by Oakshott before its 
position was decided upon.

Rep-Cioup Aecexcy, Neb., May 1.—Maj. Ran- 
dall, who returned from Spotted-Tail Agency this 
afternoon, brings gratifying intelligence regarding 
Indian affairs there. Reports having been received 
that the surrendering warriors were hiding their 
arms, the Major was sent there to bring about a 
thorough disarmament. As a result, forty-seven 
breech-loading rifiles have been turned in within 
the past few days. Through the efforts of the In- 
dian soldiers, the work continues, the allies hunt- 
ing vigorously night and day for recreant prisoners 
and their weapons. 

Thirty Indians from the Crazy-Horse band sur- 
rendered at that Agency a few days ago. Arrivals 
from the Crazy-Horse band yesterday and to-day 
represent their women and children as starving. 
A detachment of cavairy under command of Lieut. 
Rosenquest and forty Indian soldiers have taken out 
rations to meet the sufferers. The village is forty 
miles distant this evening, and the rations will 
reach it to-night. 

Reports from the band lead to the conclusion 
that some of the warriors hope to surrender with-
